Early reports from the 
field were that the test well was blow- 
ing out of control with wet gas flow 
estimated at 10,000,000 cubic feet per 
day. No estimate of crude oil produc- 
tion could be given, 

When the crew ran the drill stem 
back into the well Monday to make a 
test and without drilling any of the 
cement plug, which was nine feet in 
the lime, the well broke loose, throw- 
ing the 3300 feet of heavy drilling 
fluid high into the air and immediately 
began to flow oil,

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ANGORA WOOL FROM 
CANADIAN RABBITS 


Centered in the village of Aber- 
corn, Quebec, one of the newest of 
Canadian industries, the breeding of 
angora rabbits on a commercial scale, 
is now entering its third prosperous 
year. Run on a co-operative unit of 
several breeders the industry boasts 
about six hundred angoras, each pro- 
ducing about a pound and a half of 
wool a year. An increasing demand 
for the silky, long-haired wool is aid- 
ing the industry in its growth, 

Eight times as warm as “sheep's 
wool, angora is in demand as a lining 
for aviation uniforms, muffs, gloves 
and scarves, Hollywood also uses an- 
gora to line silk dresses to prevent 
them from rustling before the micro- 
phones, 

A feature of the Canadian wool is 
that it does not shed like the imported 
varieties, The Green Mountain climate 
and the diet which includes an ample 
ration of iodized salt are said to be 
responsible for the superiority of the 
Canadian wool.

High winds the past week have 
brought dust storms almost daily, al- 
though Monday was by far the worst 
when at about one o'clock in the af- 
ternoon the skies were black and 
visibility was reduced to less than 100 
yards, Fortunately rain showers oc- 
curred on the Thursday and Friday 
previously and as a result soil drift- 
ing has been kept to a minimum, al- 
though by the display of dust Monday 
some farm lands to the north-west 
must have blown badly—if not having 
moved to a new location altogether. 


BANK OF MONTREAL CROP 
REPORT ISSUED MAY 4 


General — While spring operations 
are from ten days to three weeks late 
in the East, those in Western Canada 
are about normal, In the Prairie pro- 
vinces spring operations are well under 
way and wheat seeding is progressing 
favorably. Indications are that the to- 
tal acreage may be slightly less than 
it was last year. Surface moisture is 
adequate to ensure germination, but 
in some sections there is a deficiency 
of subsoi] reserves. Good rains in 
Manitoba have checked soil drifting 
and have improved moisture condi- 
tions, Some drifting has occurred in 
parts of Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
but little damage has been reported. 
In Quebec the spring break-up has 
been from two to three weeks late, 
and with fields in many districts still 
snow-covered, work on the land has 
not yet commenced. In Ontario heavy 
snowfalls late in the season and cold, 
wet weather during the greater part 
of April have retarded land opera- 
tions, which are about two weeks late. 

4.lberta—Wheat seeding commenced 
at about the average date and is ap- 
proximately half completed in the sou- 
thern and west-central districts. Mois- 
ture generally is sufficient for germi- 
nation but there is little reserve, Hot 
drying winds have becn experienced 
in the central and southern districts, 
with some soil drifting in the extreme 
south, The acreage of the various 
crops is expected to be similar to that 
of last year,

THE ACREAGE BONUS PLAN 


The federal government has decided 
to change its wheat legislation and 
the acts covering the same will be re- 
printed. 

A minimum price of 70¢ per bushel 
is being provided for in the amended 
legislation and the acreage bonus plan 
is being changed to the following 
basis. 

One dollar an acre where the yield 
is from 8 to 12 bushels, 

One dollar and fifty centy where the 
yield is 4 to 8 bushels, 

Two dollars per acre where the yield 
is not more than 4 bushels, 

In areas of not less than 135 town- 
ships in any one province where crop 
failures occur from drouth or grass- 
hoppers $2.50 an acre will be paid on 
half the cultivated land not execceding 
200 acres, The sum paid will be not 
less than $200, 

A new provision permits a farmer 
}to obtain the guaranteed minimum 
price on not more than 5,000 bushels 
of wheat in any crop year. A penalty 
of 10¢ a bushel, or imprisonment not 
exceeding one month, is provided for 
farmers who attempt to get the mini- 
|mum price on more than that volume 
of wheat, 
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SOWING GRASSES AND LEGUME 
MIXTURES FOR HAY 


Farmers who intend to sow grasses 
or legumes for hay ought to give 
serious consideration to sowing a mix- 
ture, There are a number of reasons 
why mixtures are superior to either 
crop grown alone alone for hay pur- 
poses. The yield of alfalfa hay has 
been found to be increased slightly by 
the addition of a small amount of 
grass seed, Too large a percentage of 
grass, however, decreases the yield 
as compared to straight alfalfa. 

Very often a hay crop is sown on 
land which is inclined to blow. In such 
cases grass provides more fibre for 
the soil when it is re-broken, and the 
legume builils up the nitrogen content. 
In this way, both the soil fertility 
and the fibre iv the soil are increased. 
A mixture of grass and alfalfa is 
more effective than alfalfa alone for 
controlling weeds. The grass seems to 
add a smothering effect which assists 
materially in controlling novious and 
other weeds, 

It is a common mistake in this pro- 
vince to cut grass hay too late to se- 
cure the greatest feed value from it. 
With a mixture of alfalfa and a grass 
the tendency will be to cut the alfalfa 
at the proper stage of growth. By 
cutting at this time, a higher feed 
value will be obtained from the grass 
than would have been secured had it 
been left until later in the season. 

In the park belt of the province and 
in the grey wooded soils, a mixture 
consisting of alfalfa and timothy has 
been found satisfactory, Timothy re- 
quires considerable moisture and _ its 
use is therefore limited to those areas 
where rainfall is adequate, On _ the 
open prairie and in areas where rain- 
fall is limited, alfalfa and Crested 
Wheat Grass is recommended, Alfalfa 
with Brome may be grown success- 
fvily in the park belt or in areas of 
the upen prairie where moisture is not 
a limiting factor, 

The following 
Suggested: 

Alfalfa 8 pounds—Timothy 2 pounds 

Alfalfa 8 pounds—Brome 6 pounds. 

Alfalfa 8 pounds—Crested Wheat 

Grass 6 pounds, 

Nurse crops are not recommended 
for alfalfa, either when sown alone or 
in a mixture. In all cases the see? 
should be sown in a well prepare! 
seed bed and under suitable moistu

70¢ PRICE INSUFFICIENT 
SAYS ELEVATOR MAN 


William McG, Rait, member of the 
North-West Grain Dealers’ Associa- 
tion and a member of the Bracken del- 
egation which waited on Premier King 
and the Federal cabinet at Ottawa, 
made the following statement with 
reference to the Government’s amend- 
ed wheat legislation: 

“The changes in agricultural legis- 
lation, especially the increase in the 
basic price of wheat to seventy cents, 
are a practical recognition of the jus- 
tice of the claims put forward by the 
3racken Committee. I do not consider 
this price satisfactory, however, as it 
is not sufficient to maintain the wheat 
industry on the prairies, 

“The proposal to limit the price 
benefit to a maximum of 5,000 bushels 
delivered by an individual farmer is 
an arbitrary decision. It gives no con- 
sideration to the economic factors sur- 
rounding larger scale farm operations 
and will bear heavily on a large and 
very essential class of farmers, Fur- 
thermore, if open market prices re- 
muin below 70 cents, these larger scale 
farmers will be selling their excess 
over 5,000 bushels in competition with 
the Wheat Board, . 

“Assistance to farmers with poor 
crops is a welcome feature of the leg- 
islation. It should be emphasized, how- 
ever, that all these are emergency 
measures, The more permanent prob- 
lems have yet to be studied and solved. 
A determined effort must be made to 
reduce farm costs and expand markets 
so as to prevent the recurrence of such 
emergencies in the future.”

CAN STILL APPEAL 


At the Court of Revision for school 
and Village assessments, held Friday 
afternoon in the secretary's _ office, 
quite a number of appeals were heard 
by the court.

Five Old Fighting Ships Converted 
Into First Class Units 

Anyone who thinks the British 
navy has fallen asleep behind a few! 
batteries ef obsolete guns may have 
a rude awakening if the theory is 
ever tested. 

Newspapers of the world listed the! 
building of the treaty cruisers Ber- | 
wick, Kent, Cornwall, Cumberland | 
and Suffolk, the cumbersome, weakly- 
armed fighting ships adopted by all 
the great powers, But it is not gen- 
erally known that these “obsolete”, 
ships, dating back to 1927, all have 
been converted into strongly armed, 
fast and heavily protected battle 
units in the last three years. Each 
now carries two amphibian fighting 
planes in addition to heavier guns 
and more torpedo tubes.

ate these hospitals. Daily payroll | 
approximates $1,500,000. Real estate, | 


buildings and equipment are valued |

Pilots And Observers 


The fortunate escape of Mr. Geof-) 
frey De Havilland, senior test pilot 
cf De Havilland Aircraft, and his | 
passenger, Mr. John Cunningham,! 
again demonstrated the value of, 
parachutes to pilots and observers. | 
Mr. De Havilland was testing a new 
machine which got out of control. 
Both pilot and observer landed un-} 
hurt but the machine crashed and 
burst into flames. 

This episode is one of the few that! 
have occurred with British-designed | 
‘planes. Only in three instances have 
test pilots had to resort to para- 
chutes to save themselves. In the 
Royal Air Force every member of 
the crew of an airplane has to wear 
his parachute or have it within easy, 
reach. No official figures are avail- 
able as to the number of lives that 
are saved each year but 4 rough 
estimate for last year is 15 or 16. 
This, of course, includes members of 
the crew as well as pilots. 

The standard parachute supplied 
to Air Force crews and pupils of, 
civil flying training schools requires 
three or four hundred feet to oper-, 
ate, and the only cases in which 
parachutes have failed to open effec- 
tively have been when the machine, 
was below five hundred feet before,

Cultivation 
Aside from the planning and plant- 


ing, no early job compares in im- 
portance with cultivation Authori- 
ties do not ask one to keep the hoe 
going all Summer, far from it. But 
they do request that the garden be 
dug once thoroughly first thing in the 
Spring, then cultivated once or 
twice afterwards.

As some grew stubborn 
and disobedient, decrying the Way in 
presence of the multitude, he left 
them, withdrew his disciples, and 
continued his argument every day 
from eleven to four in the lec- 
j ture room of Tyrannus (Moffatt's 
translation). Tyrannus was probably 
; a Gentile who had a school of phil- 
| osophy, and Paul may have seemed 
to the Ephesians to be one of the 
wandering professors of philosophy 
who were so numerous in the city. 
One important manuscript and cer- 
tain other authorities add that Paul 
taught “from the fifth hour to the 
tenth.” If this is an authentic de- 
tail, we have an interesting side-light 
on Paul's habits of life and work. 
Ramsay points out that Paul taught 
“after business hours.”

tom in all Ionian cities, Paul labored | 


| at his trade until the fifth hour, one! 


hour before noon, The lecture room 
would not be in use after that hour, 
and instead of resting Paul taught 
for five hours following. 

For two years Paul continued to 
teach in the school of Tyrannus, and 
“all that dwelt in Asia heard the 
word of the Lord, both Jews and 
Greeks.’ Visitors to the city on 
their return carried news of the 
great preacher to every out-of-the- 
way corner of the province. Within 
easy reach of Ephesus were the other 
large cities, and during these years 
probably all the Seven Churches of 
Asia mentioned in Revelation 
11 were founded. 

Special miracles wrought by Paul 
are recorded. Those who preached 
magical arts burned their books, and 


“mightily grew the word of the 
Lord and prevailed.”

MILLIONS OF CHILDREN PRO- 
TECTED AGAINST DIPHTHERIA 


Over three million adults and chil- 
dren in France, over two million in 
Canada and over one million in the 
State of New York alone had, up to 
the end of 1935 been given toxoid as 
a preventive against diphtheria. 
Toxoid is universally believed to be 
innocuous even to the youngest child. 
Its powerful effect in the control of 
diphtheria has been proven over and 
over again. 

Dr. Renault of Paris says 
that toxoid is successful in the pre- 
vention of diphtheria in 96 to 98 per 
cent. of cases. 

Diphtheria is disappearing from 
France. It has practically disappear- 


Jules 


ed from the French army because 
every soldier is compelled to be 
toxcided, It is rapidly disappearing 


from the cities and country districts 
because every child on entering 
school must present a certificate of 
immunity. Fifty years ago there were 
1,500 deaths a year from diphtheria 
in Paris, whereas in 1937 there were 
but 87 deaths, the mortality having 
dropped from eighty to less than 
three per hundred thousand of popu- 
lation. Toxoiding against diphtheria 
is compulsory not only in France but 
also in Hungary, Rumania, Poland 
and in the city of Geneva, Switzer- 
land. 

Because of the use of toxoid on 
this side of the Atlantic, Canada and 


the United States are eliminating 
diphtheria, Fourteen of the smaller 
Canadian cities where toxoid has 


been in use, have been free of diph- 
theria deaths for periods of five to 
10 years. Other and larger cities 
have been remarkably free for long 
periods. 

If, year by year, the rising genera- 
tion of children are protected by the 
use of toxoid, diphtheria as a major 
problem will soon disappear from 
our 


midst.

Ottawa.—A vigorous last ditch 
stand against the government's de- 
fence purchasing board bill featured 
its passage through third reading in| 
the senate. 

Severe strictures were directed) 
against the government. Its proposals 
limiting non-competitive armament) 
contract profits to five per cent. were) 
compared with current departmental 


contracts yielding a considerably 
higher figure. 
Moving third reading, Senator 


Raoul Dandurand, government leader, 
declared both the finance and de- 
fence department officials had as- 


sured him the projected purchasing 
board would be able to administer 
the bill to protect the treasury and 
“at the same time give compensation 
to the contractors.” One of the fea- 
tures of the measure is a limitation 
of profits of five per cent. of the 
capital employed on a contract. 

Several minor amendments were 
made in the bill by the senate and it 
will be returned to the commons 
again. The lower house previously 
had passed it. 

The government leader told Sena- 
tor Arthur Meighen, Conservative 
leader, that he could have informed 


himself of the means the government! 


would employ when Dr. W. C. Clark, 
deputy minister of finance, was be- 
fore the senate banking committee. 
Meanwhile the senate had placed on 
the government the responsibility for 
that feature of the bill and the gov- 
ernment had accepted it. 

He had no expert evidence to 
offer, contniued Senator Dandurand, 
but experience would show how the 
measure was to be operated.

The bill had gone to a 
committee and several citizens had 
appeared to give evidence. These 
were men engaged in the business 
analogous to the manufactures con- 
templated in the bill, some in, the 
actual business itself. 

All had explained that the five 


per cent. limitation reduced itself to 
four per cent. when other elements 
incorporated in the bill were taken 
care of. Where contracts ran for 
two years, the actual profit would be 
two per cent. 

“No human being who has a right 
to be at large will enter into a con- 
tract where all the risks are his and 
he can only make the bank interest 
on the money he had to borrow,’’ said 
Senator Meighen.

INITIAL PRICE IS 
SET FOR WHEAT 
AT 70 CENTS 


Ottawa,--An initial payment of 70 
cents a bushel for wheat sold to the 
wheat board up to a maximum of 
5,000 bushels from any one producer 
in one crop year is provided in the 
reprinted amendment to the Canadian 
Wheat Board Act. 

The reprinted bill also makes it 
possible by order-in-council to extend 
operations of the Wheat Board Act 
to wheat producers in the eastern 
division. Hitherto the act has ap- 
plied only to the four western prov- 
inces. 

The bill, which stands in the name 

Hon. W. D. Euler, minister of 
trade and commerce, for second read- 
ing, originally provided for a guar- 
anteed advance payment of 60 cents. 
It was reprinted with another bill 
in the name of Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
minister of agriculture, having to do 
with the wheat bonus, in order to 
insert a series of amendments which 
were the outcome of consultation 
with western wheat interests. 

Mr. Gardiner’s bill in its reprinted 
form was made public earlier, It 
now provides a decreased scale of 
acreage bonus payments.

Announcement was made from Ot- 
tawa last Wednesday that the Hon. 
| W.D, Euler had introduced an amend- 
ment to the Canadian Wheat Board 
| Act whereby the proposed minimum 
price for wheat would be raised from 
| the previously mentioned 60¢ per bu- 
| shel to 70c per bushel, up to a maxi- 
mum of 5,000 bushels to be marketed 
by any one farmer. Along with this 
will go the acreage bonus scheme, 
| which will give farmers who do not 
have a crop some means whereby they 
will be able to carry on. 

While the 70c per bushel does not 
make it profitable for the farmer in 
Western Canada to grow wheat, it 
will give hinf some measure of secur- 
ity in that he will know before hand 
what he may expect for his crop. On 
the other hand the acreage bonus 
scheme is necessary to provide the 
| farmer who is unfortunate in not hav- 
| ing a crop with at least a livelihood.
